Approximately 25 residents 
showed up to hear the board of 
selectmen's decision for or against 
the state Dept. Public Works’ 
proposal to replace the Burlington 
‘Avenue Bridge and re-route traffic 
via a bypass around town center. 

Though the discission Monday 
night began quietly enough, at 
times it was reduced to shouting 
matches, tions of using the 
project as a "political football,” and 
a rehash of the March 30 DPW 
public hearing. In the end, 
selectmen rejected the plan with the 
understanding the town be allowed 
six months to conduct a feasibility 
study and come up with a counter 
proposal more in keeping with 
citizens’ wishes. 

‘The redevelopment authority has 
been granted $17,500 by EOCD to 
carry out the study and will match 
the figure with $12,500 of its own 
funds, The feasibility study, which 
would look at such things as traffic 
impact and flow, relocation of 
bidinesses, and a possible plan fora 
new town center, seemed to be the 
only hope for some much needed 
answers to questions raised by local 
home and business owners alike. 

In an impassioned speech Jay 
Donovan, chairman of the WRA, 
told those present that if certain 
state representatives hadn't inter- 
vened, the study would now be 
complete and his board wouldn't be 
“totally frustrated by this whole 
process." He accused these 
individuals of making the project 
into a “political football” and trying 
to defeat the proposal, which had 
apparently been discussed and 
approved at a public hearing eight 
or nine years ago. He was backed in 
his feelings by businessman Bill 
Doyle, Anne Linehan, and some 
members of the board of selectmen. 

“All we keep doing is taking chips 
out of one another and that's a 
lousy, rotten attitude for this town 
to have...They used us and this 
board has been abused by one or 
two individuals,” charged select- 
men chairman Rocco DePasquale. 
Earlier, Depasquale explained that 
though his board had asked the state 
to delay the hearing until the study 
was made, they were told any delay 
would jeopardize the entire project. 

Each selectman, in turn, had a 
chance to air his views on the 
proposal. Most said a new bridge 
was necessary and some form of 
relief was needed for traffic 
congestion in town. However, Dan 
Ballou held out for creating a grade 
crossing where the present bridge 
stands, He also claimed the state's

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plan didn't address the enhance- 
ment of town center, something he 
considered top priority "to give our 
town a little more class.” 

"This board is being forced to 
have it (the project) shoved down 
our throats and make a decision 
right now,” Ballou contended. 

Bob Cain voiced strong support 
for the proposal, which dates back 
to the early start option plan of his 
father, He maintained traffic 
congestion "will never be relieved" 
if the project is turned down. He 
pointed out selectmen are taking 
steps to widen the road in front of 
Wilmington Plaza and both plans 
could alleviate some of the town's 
traffic woes. 

Like Ballou, Jim Stewart felt the 
state is forcing the town’s hand, He 
told those present the state is saying 
"you can have the feasibility study 
after you say yes to the project. It 
doesn't make a heck of a lot of sense 
to me,” he added. 

Selectmen were sympathetic to 
the concerns of those who would be 
most affected by the plan, Bob 
Doucette explained town center 
businessmen are already being 
negatively impacted by the project, 
especially through the loss of rental 
income. Beauty parlor owner 
Denise Gentile was most outspoken 
on the issue. 

“We've got this hanging over our 
heads; we can't do a damn thing

Is committee official?

A letter alleging that the Wil- 
mington Fourth of July Committee 
is a governmental body and, thus, 
subject to the Open Meeting Law 
was the subject of discussion at 
Monday's selectmen meeting. 

Residents Ken Palm and Gerald 
OReilly had sent a letter February 
4 requesting the District Attorney's 
office to check into their claim. As 
a result, Assistant D.A. Michael 
Fabbri asked Town Manager Buzz” 
Stapezynski to answer a list af 
questions covering such things as 
the appointment of committee 
members, financial and other 
records, and committee's purpose 
to help him with his ruling 

Board chairman Rocco DePas- 
quale said selectmen would only 
address one question: Is the Fourth 
of July Committee a committee of 
the town of Wilmington? 

"No way, shape, or form,” 
answered Jack Cushing, long time 
chairman of the Fourth of July 
organization. He said the members 
were all volunteers and his 
committee was not attached to town 
government. 

“We really are tired of this whole 
situation,” Cushing explained,

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referring to neighbors’ complaints 
against his board dating back to last 
summer when action was taken to 
move the carnival from the high 
school parking lot. 

Noting that neither Palm nor 
O'Reilly were present Monday, 
Cushing told the Town Crier, "I 
really don't like it. If you're going 
to make accusations, at least have 
the decency to face us." He said 
neither man had confronted his 
committee nor came to their 
meetings, which are held on the 
first Wednesday of each month and 
open to the public. 

‘Cushing added, “we, as a board, 
feel it's tough to keep volunteering 
your time when you have to keep 
going through sessions like this.” 

Jim Stewart, a member of both 
boards, expressed disappointment 
that Palm and OReilly didn't make 
an appearance at Monday's meeting 
to “enlighten us” about their 
intentions in taking this action. 

Selectman Bob Cain praised the 
Fourth of July Committee for their 
continued efforts in behalf of the 
town residents.

Saturday is election day in Wil- 
mington. The polls will be open at 
the Town Hall and the Wildwood 
School from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Voters will be electing two 
selectmen, three school committee 
members, the moderator, a 
member of the housing authority 
and a redevelopment authority 
member. ‘ 

The school committee contests 
have confused many people. 

There are three seats up for 
election, two three- year terms, and 
‘one two-year term, which will fill 
the unexpired term of the late 
Mitchell Spiris. 

Running for the three-year seats 
are incumbent Bridget Zukas, for- 
mer school committee member Jim 
Demos, Andrea Paglia and Joanne 
Neale. Two will be elected. 

The two-year seat is a totally 
separate race from the three-year 
terms. The candidates for this seat 
are James Babineau, Gerald 
OReilly and Dr. Michael Thomas. 
Only one of these will be elected. 

The selectmen's race has four 
candidates running for two seats. 
Incumbent Jim Stewart is running 
against former selectman Carl 
Backman, Anthony Accardi and 
Michael McCoy. 

‘There are three positions where 
candidates are running unopposed. 
William Strob, Sr. is seeking 
re-election to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. Moderator 
Michael Caira is up for re-election, 
and Vaughn Surprenant is a can- 
didate for re-election to the Wil- 
mington Redevelopment Authority. 

Voters from precincts one, two 
and five will vote at the Town Hall, 
at 121 Glen Rd. Voters from pre- 
cincts three, four and six will vote 
at the Wildwood School. 

During the past year, there have 
been some changes in precincts. 
Some of these changes will result in 
a change of voting locations. 

The following streets were in 
precinct two, and are now in 
precinct three. Voters from these 
streets will now vote at the 
Wildwood School. Butters Row, 
Burlington Avenue (even numbers 
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through 116), Chestnut Street, 
Clifton Street, Fenway Street, 
Floradale Ave, Main Street #563, | 
Marion Street, Mill Road, 
Pembroke Street, Rollins Road, 
Safford Street, Stuart Street, Tobin 
Drive.

The following streets have 
changed from precinct five to 
precinct two, Voters will still 
report to the Town Hall. Agostino 
Drive, Brattle Street (#s 1 thru 13), 
Christine Drive, Clark Street (#s 7 
thru 48), Clark Terrace, Clorinda 
Road, Cypress Street, Faneuil 
Drive, Gandalf Way, Glen Road 
(even numbers, 58 thru 132), 
Harnden Street, Harvard Avenue, 


King Street Extension, Main Street 
(even numbers 80, thru 298), 
Massachusetts Avenue, Railroad 
Avenue, Rhodes Street (numbers 1 
thru 7) River Street, St. Paul Street 
(numbers four thru six) Stone

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Weird wind damages Tewksbury yard

Unlike Kansas, the Town of 
Tewksbury has never been known 
as a hotbed of tornadoes, A stray 
twister strikes the town only about 
once every ten years or so. ! 

Then what on Earth was it that 
tore the roof off a shed on Marston 
Street last week? 

Friday, April 10, was a warm 
spring day, mostly sunny. There 
was a slight sprinkle late in the day, 
but not the kind of thunderstorm 
activity which spawns tornadoes. A 
National Weather Service spokes- 
man in East Boston agreed, 
snickering, that Friday was quite 
mild with no violence aloft. 

But some sort of strange wind 
phenomenon apparently took a side 
trip to Marston Street that day. 

Here's what ed: 

Roger and Edie Wood and family 
live on Marston Street, near 
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Whipple Road. Mrs. Wood said she 
was out of the house on Friday 
afternoon, but two of her 
neighborhood friends were sitting 
in the kitchen when they said they 
heard an “unbelievable” noise 
which sounded like a howling wind. 

(The two women asked to have 
their names kept out of the 
newspaper.) 

Anyway, one neighbor reported 
hearing the wind howl and said she 
looked out the window in time to 
see the trees in Mrs. Wood's 
backyard swaying violently. A tree 
in her own yard was stock still, she 
noted, Next, the neighbor said, she 
saw the roof torn from the shed 
beside the Wood's swimming pool 
and land in pieces in the yard. 

This reporter paid a visit to Mrs. 
Wood's house to investigate. The 
pieces of the shed roof are heavy, 
and the entire roof must weigh at 


least 40 pounds. The shed itself, 
which covers the filter for the 
Wood's swimming pool, had been 
moved a few inches on its cinder 
block base, and the wall of the shed 
showed where the roof had been 
torn from its hinges. 

Mrs. Wood also noted that her 
trash can lids had been scattered 
around the yard, and pointed out 
where they were landed. One of the 
lids was about 50 feet away. 

Mrs. Wood's neighbor said she 
next heard the violent wind slam 
violently at a basketball hoop in the 
driveway. After that, she said, the 
noise faded and all was quiet again. 

No one knows what sort of 
phenomenon danced through the 
Wood family’s back yard, but an 
educated guess might be a “dust 
devil,” a small twisting eddy of air 
sometimes seen in open fields. The 
Wood's house is located next to 
some power lines, and there could 
be enough room for one to form. 
Mrs. Wood said nothing like this 
had ever happened before in her 


~ nine years of living there. 


Still, most dust devils, at least in 
this reporter's experience, only 
scatter some dirt and a few twigs 
before dying away. But to tear the 
roof from a shed? 

That's one BIG dust devil.

Wilmington is in the process of 
hiring HMM Associates, a con- 
sulting engineering firm from 
Concord, to help head off environ- 
mental problems. According to 
Health Director Greg Erickson, the 
firm was selected from 12 other 
applicants on March 6. 

Besides surveying the town for 
potential problems and places 
where hazardous materials are 
being used, HMM will also develop 
a plan to deal with emergencies or 
problems identified through the 
survey and act as a general 
consultant to the town, as needed. 

"| feel this is a very necessary 
kind of activity that has to be on- 
going. I know also that Wilmington 
is the first, or at least one of the 
first, to be headed in this aggressive 
direction,” maintained Erickson 
adding "this approach is better than 
just reacting to problems.” 

While HMM answers to the town 
manager, it will also work in 
conjunction with the Hazardous 
Materials Committee. This reacti- 
vated committee coordinates the 
efforts of several town agencies on 
anything pertaining to hazardous 
materials. Members oversee plants 
using hazardous chemicals and 
vehicles transporting potentially 
dangerous materials through town, 
They check up on hazardous waste 
and dumping in wetlands as well as 
coordinate emergency procedures 
in case of a spill. They are also 
overseeing the Olin closure. 

The committee serves in an ad- 
visory capacity and is made up of 
representatives from each town 
board and department. Also, adds 
Erickson, there has been some con- 
sideration given to involving 
volunteer citizens on sub-commit- 
tees.

Planning board seeks | 


limits on permit for 
Ristuccia Expo Center;

+ The Wilmington Planning Board 
has recommended certain safe- 
guards and limitations they want 
attached to any special permit 
granted to the Ristuccia Exposition 
Center. The center is seeking a 
permit which would allow it to hold 
other events there beyond the scope 
of the original use, that of an ice 
arena. 

The board's comments were in 
response to a request for input 
from the board of appeals. The 
planning board members, though, 
took advantage of the opportunity 
to vent their frustrations over the 
way rules and regulations may have 
been disregarded in erecting the 
building and the "mess" left behind 
for their board. 

Planners discussed six conditions 
on the special permit. Those 
conditions are the submission of a 
formal site plan; the posting of 
sufficient security to make sure 
parking and site design standards 
are met; providing an emergency 
accessway for emergency vehicles, 
limiting the number of tickets sold 
to the number of seats available; 
limiting the number of accessory 
functions to not more than one per 
month; and granting the permit for 
six months only, subject to review 
by the board of appeals, 

Members agreed to send a letter 
to appeals board chairman Bruce 
MacDonald saying they have yet to 
see a final site plan and that the 
majority of conditions imposed by 
planners on the original site plan 
haven't been met. These last 
included marking areas for traffic 
flow and vehicles, installation of 
outdoor lights, shrub plantings, and 
obtaining a variance for 
insufficient frontage and side yard 


setback. ‘ 

During the brief discussion,| 
members were confused on severat 
points. For instance, they weren't 
sure how many site plans they had' 
seen, but they were sure none of 
them met all board standards and’ 
conditions. Though they mentioned: 
that the latest plan showed 403; 
parking spaces, they weren't sure if, 
these included spaces from the 
service building which is part of the’ 
same lot.

Members) 
threw out figures of 3,200, 2,000, 
and 1,800 seats, each of which! 
would require a lot more than 403, 
parking spaces. 

Michael McCoy told fellow:

Chairman Carole Hamilton 
pointed out that her board "saw 
junk for site plan reviews.”

She wondered aloud how 
Ben Ristuccia got a building permit, 
for his AMC dealership in a general’ 
business zone and if he ever, 
received a variance for the setback’ 
of the back of the arena.

An ounce of premennan? 
Not in Tewksbury schools

When you have something of value, you try to protect it. That's called 
common sense. 

Whether you rely on security locks, burglar alarms or hire a guard, 
security is a basic need when valuables are involved. If security isn't 
provided, at least there is theft insurance available to replace any losses 
after the night creatures come to call. 

‘That basic common sense, however, is sorely lacking in the Tewksbury 
public school system. The schools are chock-full of valuables, from 
computers and copiers to video equipment and petty cash, and all of it 
stands at risk, There is no theft insurance, no burglar alarms, nothing. In 
the parlance of the insurance industry, the school system is operating 
“naked.” 

Sometime before dawn on December 4 of last year, one or more 
unknown thieves struck Tewksbury Memorial High School. The building 
was checked by police around 3 a.m., but the custodian who unlocked the 
high school later that morning discovered that the school had been 
entered, and the losses were terrible. 

The December break-in resulted in the theft of an estimated $20,000 in 
video equipment, and media specialist Don Stewart told the selectmen 
shortly afterward that the losses could have been three times that if the 
theft had occurred the night before. 

The voters at a Special Town Meeting the following month were asked 
to spend $22,426 to replace the lost and damaged video gear and 
questions were asked about insurance. Selectman Bill Hallisey told the 
voters that theft insurance for the schools would be horribly expensive. 
As a stop-gap measure, part of the funds were earmarked for a steel 
security door for the media center, since the hoodlums gained access by 
hammering through the existing wooden door. 

But the nightmare continues. 

On March 7 of this year, thieves again struck the high school, this time 
making off with a reported $150 from the cafeteria, $200 in cash from 
candy sales, and a set of keys taken from the drawer of a locked desk. 

Yet another break-in occurred on April 3, this time at the North Street 
School. When he unlocked the school that morning, Principal Bill 
Tsimtsos said he found desks rifled and file cabinets wrenched open. 
‘Taken was a small amount of cash and -- of all things -~ a set of master 
keys for the school. Measures have been taken to “correct the situation” 
according to Assistant Superintendant John Ryan, but new locks just 
aren't enough. The hoodlums entered the school by kicking in a skylight. 

Those entering the schools aren't all bad guys and hoodlums, however. 
One Tewksbury resident -- who will specifically not be identified -- said 
her son left his books behind one weekend and asked to be driven to the 
high school. She said her son walked around the building rattling doors 
until he found one unlocked, then calmly entered the school, retrieved his 
books and left again. He could just have easily have been carrying an 
acetylene torch to burn through the town's new steel security door at the 
media center. 

Simply put, there are no security measures taken to protect the town's 
valuables in the schools. 

Granted, the budget crunch has been particularly painful for the school 
department, especially since Proposition 2 1/2 took away much of the 
school system's autonomy, Prior to the Proposition, school budgets were 
approved solely by the school committees involved, without having to 
pass the straits of the Finance Committee or run the gauntlet of Town 
Meeting. Before Proposition 2 1/2, the school system could have paid 
for burglar alarms with nary a blink. 

The School Committee is asking for almost $13.7 million to operate the 
eo": for the next fiscal, year, with nothing requested for security 

asures. The tone of this ‘Board of Selectmen discussion of the 
hool budget was one of sestraint.. Putting burglar alarms in all six 
hools would be an expensive proposition, certainly, but so was the 
purchase of $20,000 worth of video equipment, paid directly out of the 
taxpayer's pockets. 

The ancient adage about "an ounce of prevention” has never been more 
true, In the case of Tewksbury schools, however, the cure has already 
topped $22,426. And there is no end in sight ... 


The condos are still coming ... 


An editorial which appeared on this page last week dealing with 
affordable housing is in need of an update. 

First, the voters at the recent Andover Town Meeting decided 257-78 
to accept the land at the end of Tewksbury’s South Street for purposes of 
building affordable housing. Article 65 on the Andover warrant gave the 
town permission to acquire by gift, purchase or take by eminent domain 
the parcel for the purpose of building affordable housing. Andover also 
voted to appropriate $2.8 million to acquire the land. 

As for access to the parcel, mention has been made of Andover 
constructing a road either from Dascombe Road (Tewksbury's East 
Street) or northwards from Route 125. Both routes pose serious 
problems. 

The East Street route would entail crossing the Shawsheen River near 
Intetstate-93 and would face stiff opposition. An officer of the 
Shawsheen Watershed Environmental Action Team (S.W.E.A.T.) said 
recently that his group would vigorously oppose any such crossing of the 
river. 

From the other direction, the road leading north from Route 125 would 
require crossing a large swamp in the northern reaches of Wilmington, 
The swamp route would need to be almost a mile long, making that road 
also unlikely. 

So, South Street through Tewksbury is still the only logical and existing 
access to the Andover parcel. Tewksbury will be receiving a bundle of 
traffic problems from the Andover plan, and little can be done in 
Tewksbury to stop it. 

As a correction to the editorial, Tewksbury Planning Director Charles 
Frederiksen pointed out that the Planning Board would not be hearing 
discussions on the condo proposals for affordable housing which are now 
being’ considered in Tewksbury. Frederiksen said the Appeals Board 
would be hearing discussion on the condo proposals, not the Planning 


Board. 
In Tewksbury, however, the condos are still coming ...

The law has also 
lightened up the amount of 
home-office expenses you can write 
off against business, but allowed a 
carry-forward on them.

Institute still seeking 
site for group home 


by Arlene Surprenant 
Representatives from the May 
‘Institute and the Wilmington 

Housing Authority (WRA) came 
before the board of selectmen 
Monday night seeking help in 
locating a home for autistic 
children in town, Though it's been 
two years since the idea was first 
broached and a state grant of 
$180,000 was allotted for the 
project, not much has been 
accomplished. 

Steve Anderson of the May 
Institute said the four bedroom 
home would be a “stepping stone” 
for a few children who will move 
from the facility in Chatham back 
to their own homes. He told the 
board he and others have not been 
successful in finding an acre parcel 
for the home. 

WHA member Daniel Gillis 
suggested they consider the old 
Walker School site because of its 
strategic location near transpor- 
tation, Rotary Park, and shops. 

Selectmen chairman Rocco 
DePasquale asked that they 
consider utilizing the former site of 
Legion Hall if town meeting voters 


approve the land swap by the 
American Legion. A second option 
discussed was using a 10,000 square 
foot lot on Royal Street. 

DePasquale warned however, that 
with residents in neighboring towns 
opposing the location of this type of 
home in their midst, there may be a 
similar problem in Wilmington. "I 
would hope (though) it may be 
more acceptable in Wilmington,” 
he added. 

Anderson replied “we're quite 
willing to work closely with neigh- 
bors and neighborhoods so every- 
one is happy.” 

In order to use town owned land, 
Anderson was told, two articles t 
lift the moratorium on the sale of 
this land and to convey the land to 
the housing authority would have to 
be placed on a special town meeting 
warrant. The meeting could be held 
as early as late spring or early 
summer, selectmen said. 

Upon a recommendation by Jim 
Stewart, Anderson agreed to follow 
his suggestion to discuss land 
possibilities with the town planning 
board.

Much has been written about the 
activities of school improvement 
councils and the additional 
expenditures which have increased 
technological advancement in the 
educational equipment used in 
schools. Computer usage has 
increased tremendously. Other 
technological advancements, such 
as videodisk players, have been 
slower to make an impact due both 
to the increased cost of such 
equipment and the expertise needed 
for its operation. Horace Mann 
grants hopefully will assist most 
schools to make some gains in staff 
development. 

An area which will have more 
impact as time goes on will be the 
monitoring and testing aspect of 
Chapter 188, Every two years 
students in grades four, eight and 
12 will be given an assessment test, 
which gauges the exposure given to 
Students at these grade levels to 
important goals and objectives of 
reading, mathematics and science 
(eventually, a social studies sub-test 
area will be added). An analysis and 
in-depth examination of these 
results allow for curriculum gains 
at all grade levels. Appropriate 
departments of Tewksbury Junior 
High School have committed much 
released workshop time to this 
activity. 

At present, departments are 
examining each of these areas by 
the specific stated objectives of the 
Massachusetts Assessment of 


Educational Progress. This study 
will give details as to when, where, 
how isees how and with what 
materi ial each topic is covered 
the established or actual 
curriculum used at that grade level 
in that subject area. From this 
should come a detailed look at the 
flow of curriculum which accom- 
panies a student through the school 
system from kindergarten to grade 
12, It will be the beginning of a 
curriculum management system for 
future monitoring of our pursuits. 

In another vein, basic skills 
testing at grades three, six and nine 
will give us an identification of 
those students not measuring up to 
the minimum competencies that are 
the foundation of future success. A 
diagnosis of these result allows us 
to give remediation and pre- 
scriptive teaching to those in need. 
This attention at the bottom of the 
scale and hopeful, subsequent 
reduction in deficiencies will move 
the class average to a much higher 
level. 

Thus, assessment and basic skills 
testing programs will play a big 
role in educational changes made in 
the next few years. This detailed 
analysis by staff will accelerate and 
enhance this aspect of Chapter 188. 
It will give greater accountability 
both in the total curriculum and for 
individual student performance at a 
basic level. The staff of Tewksbury 
Junior High School welcomes this 
opportunity for reform and 
growth. 


Miceli urges law 
for elderly tax relief 


State Rep. James Miceli urges 
Wilmington voters to vote accep- 
tance of a new State Law which 
would provide tax relief to certain 
elderly or the widowed individuals 
at the April 25, 1987 annual town 
meeting. 

"They are the innocent ‘victims’ 
of both inflation and revaluation,” 
Miceli said. “Last year the 
Legislature passed a measure 
granting up-dated property tax 
exemptions to the qualifying 
elderly and to surviving spouses. 

“But,” Miceli pointed out, “the 
measure is subject to local appro- 
val.” The benefits provided for in 
the legislation will not be allowed 
to those qualifying residents of 
Wilmington unless Town Meeting 
aceepts Clause 17D of Chapter 73 
of the Acts of 1986. 

"Simply stated, we need a ‘yes’ 
vote on Article 25 on the Town 
Meeting warrant,” Miceli said. 

If the warrant is approved, 
qualifying individuals will be 
eligible for a property tax 
exemption provided their total 
assests do not exceed $40,000. 

Under prior law, a qualifying 
individual applying for property 
tax relief could not have more than 
$40,000 in assets, including their

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place of residence, after their 
$60,000 exemption. Clause 17D 
eliminates inclusion of their place 
of residence as an allowable asset as 
well as eliminating the $60,000 
exemption. 

“We in the Legislature saw a real 
threat, throughout the Common- 
wealth, of people on pensions 
losing their homes because inflation 
and local revaluations increased the 
value of their homes beyond 
allowable limits,” he said. 

"Passage by the Town Meeting of 
Clause 17D will help people from 
becoming homeless after a lifetime 
of hard work,” he said. "The article 
ought to be accepted: It is ‘simply 
the right thing to do for our elderly 
and widowed."

Town seeks $60k for tax case 


At this time there is a suit in the 
Appellate Court of Massachusetts 
alleging that the Town of Wil- 
mington is over-sccessing four of 
the principal business firms in 
Wilmington. Avco, Polyvinyl, 
Raffi & Swanson and General 
Electric are the four firms which 
are said to have been over assessed, 
thus resulting in higher taxes. 

In the Massachusetts Appellate 
Tax Courts there are almost always 
suits against the towns and cities 
with a large business or industriai 
base. This type of work is an 
attractive, and generally a 
profitable business for some firms 
of attorneys. 

Assessment of business or manu- 
facturing properties is complicated. 
Tt is not at all like the assessment of 
homes, Empty space, in a leased 
building can mean losses, and the 
firm doing the leasing ‘may be 
entitled to a lower assessment. 

There are other factors as well 
An assessor in a town or city has to 
be on the alert for everything that is 
done. 

When a judge in an Appellate Tax 
Court makes a decision it is 
generally for a three year period. 
Company ABC, the judge may 
decide, has been overcharged at a 


value of $10,000 a year because of 
empty space, or because of some 
other reason. For the next three 
years the tax bill must be $10,000 
lower. 

The attorney's fee is generally 
one third. Thus, in a three year 
ruling he would get $10,000 and 
Company ABC would get $20,000. 

But plenty of law suits can mean 
plenty of cases where there are 
Profits. One Massachusetts attor- 
ney, in the recent past represented a 
chain of stores, having places of 
business in mafy, communities, He 
won in every town but one. 

Out of state appraisal firms are 
now looking for business in Mas- 
sachusetts. A Pennsylvania firm 
Started to penetrate a few years ago. 

Firms in Wilmington, a few 
months ago received letters from 
that firm. DuCharme - McMillan 
Associates were offering to review 
the assessments made by the town 
for suits before the appellate tax 
court. 

The findings of the Pennsylvania 
firm were assigned to a Boston law 
firm, Cuddy, Lynch, Manzi & 
Cunningham of Boston are now in 
charge of a lawsuit against 
Wilmington. That same law firm is 
also representing Andover in a 


different case betore the Appellate 
Tax Court. 

In other words, like other law 
firms, they are prepared to argue 
on either side of any given law suit. 
Cuddy, Lynch, Manzi & Cunning- 
ham have, to assist them, an 
appraiser named Richard Dennis. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman is in 
charge of the defense of Wilming- 


ton. He has, as an assistant, 
Attorney Joseph Dalton of Boston, 
he who, a few years ago repre- 
sented the chain of stores referred 
to above. 

The Court Schedule is not yet 
complete. Principal Assessor An- 
thony Krzeminski of Wilmington is 
hoping for a speedy hearing. The 
longer the case takes, before the 
hearing, the more that the interest 
charges may mount up. That will 
have an-effect on the Overlay 
Account, which Krzeminski does 
not want to happen, 

Krzeminski and Altman will be 
asking the town meeting for a 
$60,000 appropriation, in the 
coming town meeting (Article 12).

Pink slips for 
21 teachers

The practice of terminating 
non-tenure personnel prior to town 
meeting came .under fire by two 
members of the Wilmington School 
Committee last Wednesday. 
Though all members agreed the 
practice was hard on teacher 
morale, only Tony Accardi and 
Bridget Zukas voted against a 
recomiténdation by Supt. Robert 
Horan to terminate 21 teachers 
throughout the system. 
Horan said he made the 
recommendation to prevent 
“financial catastrophe,” especially 
should voters at town meeting 
disapprove the school budget. 
Under state law, teachers have to 
be notified by April 15 or they are 
entitled to receive a year's salary 
whether they are dismissed or not. 
Horan added, because of declining 
enrollment, they have to release 11 
teachers. At this time, however, 
administrators are unsure which 
teachers will actually be dismissed 
or if more than 11 will be 
terminated. That will depend on 
which courses students choose at 


the high school level next year and 
town meeting action, 

Accardi initiated the discussion 
on the practice, which has been 
ongoing since Prop 2 1/2. He took 
exception to the fact that 21 
teachers are being notified instead 
of only 11. He pointed out this is a 
“tremendously traumatic expe- 
rience” and the reason why some 
young professionals choose to leave 
teaching. 

Zukas echoed Accardi, saying it 
was time to stop the practice and 
look at the message it sends to 
Wilmington teachers. 

"This is one of the most 
distasteful things the school 
committee has to do,” agreed Phil 
Fenton adding, however, the 
practice is “absolutely necessary” 
and fiscally ible. 

Suzie Cushing recognized "It's a 
procedural thing (but) I wouldn't 
want to get the letter.” 

Committee members supported 
Horan's recommendation in a four 
to two vote.

Annual Meeting offers 
controversial issues

The articles for the upcoming 
Tewksbury Annual Town Meeting 
were discussed by the town Finance 
Committee recently, and the voters 
can expect an interesting meeting 
beginning on May 4. 
There are a number of pay 
increase requests on the warrant, 


along with a few bi 


zoning changes. 

Article Three seeks a few sizeable 
pay increases for some of the 
elected positions in town, while 
leaving others unchanged. No pay 
raises are asked for the Town 
Moderator, Board of Selectmen or 
Board of Health, but the position of 
Auditor would received almost 
three. times the-current pay if the 
article is approved as written. 

Article 14 is certain to prompt a 
stormy debate, since it asks for a 
new by-law which would virtually 
ban All-Terrain Vehicles (ATVs) 
and snowmobiles in town. 
Property owners could still operate 
the popular machines on their own 
land, while agricultural, emer- 
gency, and construction uses are 
also excluded from the ban. 

Article 15 seeks to establish a 
noise by-law in the town, but recent 
discussion before the Board of 
Health and Board of Selectmen has 
pointed out that enforcement could 
be difficult. 

Article 17 seeks to change the 
Selectmen-Town Manager charter 
in a number of ways, including 
loosening the qualifications for the 
Town Manager position and 
making it possible to change the 
charter at future Town Meetings. 

The Department of Public Works 
submitted a number of funding 
requests in the warrant, with 
Article 19 asking $25,000 for 
construction of a drain line on 
Kennedy Road; Article 20 seeking 
$80,000 to repaint the water tower 
on Astle Street; Article 23 asking 
$75,000 for an engineering study 
on the Water Distribution System; 
Article 27 requesting $50,000 to 
repair Westland Drive (with a 
possible 50% state reimbursement); 
Article 29 asking permission to 
transfer $295,000 from the sewer 
construction account for an 
engineering study of the next phase 
of the sewer system. 

Article 25 and 26 seek a pay raise 
for:|I DPW. Superintondant. Bill 
Burris. i 

Article 31, submitted by the 
Personnel Board, seeks to change 
the grievance procedure for the 
town's union employees. 

Article 37, while brief, seeks to 
have the Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee form a No 
Smoking policy for the town, The 
Board of Health recently approved 
such a policy, which will outlaw 
smoking during public meetings, 
and is due begin on May 1, 1987. 

The School Committee has three 
sizeable funding requests on the 
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Neil's Fuel 
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DISCOUNT OIL 
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warrant, along with two minor 
ones. Article 38 seeks $25,000 for 
an engineering study on the heating 
systems in the schools; Article 40 
asks for $18,000 to expand the high 
school parking lot; and Article 41 
seeks $35,000 to plan for repairs or 
replacement of the roofs on all six 
public schools in town. 

The most controversial articles, 
however, are near the end of the 
warrant, 

Article 48, brought by Jack 
Kuchinski and others, seeks 
$350,000 to be administered by the 
Board of Selectmen, to "restore 
safe transportation” for youngsters 
attending private schools» 

Article 49, submitted by Ed 
Flariagan arid others, seeks $9,000 
(more or less) to recover court 
costs incurred when Flanagan's 
group RORNA (Restore Our 
Residential Neighborhood Assoc.) 
sued the Board of Appeals over the 
granting of a use variance for the 
D.A.V. on Pond Street. 

Articles 51 and $2 seek changes to 
the zoning by-law, and both will 
probably meet with prolonged 
discussions. 

Article 51 asks to have three 
residential properties, located at the 
intersection of North and Andover 
Streets, re-zoned to a General 
Business District. Thomas P. 
Kelley, the owner of the center 
property and the brother of 
Selectman Jay Kelley, recently told 
the Planning Board that his 
property could no longer be 
considered residential due to heavy 
traffic and industrial developments 
in the area. 

Article 52 seeks to re-zone a 4.5 
acre tract of land beside the Roper 
Estates condo development from 
general residence to multi-family 
At the Planning Board this week, a 
map was displayed showing 24 
living units on the property, should 
the re-zoning request be approved.

1, We have made great progress 
in raising our teachers’ salaries 
during our recent negotiations. The 
beginning salary of $18,000 makes 
us competitive with all the 
surrounding towns at this level. At 
the top end of the scale this last 
raise has brought us within the 
average status of surrounding 
communities. Over the next few 
years with raises of seven and 
one-half percent we can reach an 
even higher rate within the 
Merrimack Valley. It is important 
to realize that the Town Budget can 
absorb raises only by degrees and 
this consideration plays a vital part 
in teachers’ salaries. 

2. The State of Mass. Educational 
Assessment Program tested 
Wilmington students in grades 3,7, 
11 in the categories of reading, 
mathematics and science in 1986. 
The results demonstrate our 
strengths in grade three in all 
categories and scores above the 
state average in grades seven and 
11, Grade students excelled in 
vocabulary, evaluating, interpret- 
ing, numeration and fractions and 
decimals. In elementary geometry 
they scored above the state average, 


but not at the standards we hoped to 
achieve...

1, At this time the teachers’ 
contract was not available for 
inspection by the candidates. The 
teachers’ contract was negotiated 
for three years and it offers 
beginning teachers, with a 
Bachelors’ Degree, a starting salary 
of $18,000 with a $1,000 increase 
for the first three years. For the 
teachers at the higher end of the 
salary scale there also was a 
substantial increase. Prior to this 
contract, the Wilmington teachers’ 
salary scale was 19th out of 20 in 
comparison to surrounding 
communities... 

2. No I am not satisfied. This test 
is given biannually statewide for 
the purpose of identifying for the 
school system and the community 
areas in the curriculum and 
instruction needing or not needing 
improvement. In reviewing Wil- 
mington's results, in my opinion 
the data indicates the following: 

Grade 11 - in the areas of read- 
ing, math and science our students 
scored at the higher level of the 
average and above average range.

Builder Paul Butt's Hamilton 
Woods subdivision located off Rte. 
62 near Int. 93 posed some prob- 
lems for members of the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board Tuesday night.

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In BuSiness 
Zero-interest loans for 
Tewksbury residents 


Over 8,000 Massachusetts resi- 
dents have already taken their first 
step toward getting their share of 
restitution money given to the 
Commonwealth by the Exxon 
Corporation. Fifteen million 
dollars of those funds are available 
to people through a zero-interest 
home energy loan program called 
Home Energy Assistance Team 
(H.E.A.T.). The program is the

Three interesting bits of fishing- 
related news appeared recently on 
the Tewksbury side of the house 
(sorry Wilmington), 

(1) State Rep. Jim Miceli visited 
Long Pond in Tewksbury recently 
to take a look at the pond. Miceli 
Convinced the Commonwealth to 
spend $20,000 for an engineering 
study, leading to an eventual 
clean-up of the weed-choked pond, 
‘The study should be conducted over 
the next few months, and the 
clean-up will begin much further 
down the road, 

(2) Tewksbury Planning Director 
Charlie Frederiksen mentioned in 
passing recently that a parcel of 
land on along the Merrimack River 
was being considered for a park 
and public boat launch. Charlie 
Stated that the boat-ramp discussion 
was purely casual, but this one 
could be a biggie ... 

The Northern Middlesex Area 
Commission has been reviewing a 
possible clean-up of the Merrimack 
between Lawrence and Lowell, to 
include the mouth of the Concord 
River, The clean-up is geared 
toward making that stretch of river 
navigable, to open it up for 
recreational boating, fishing, etc. 

At present, the MerrimackRiver 
between the Sister Cities is almost 
unused. Tewksbury has an intake 
for the new water plant on that 
Stretch of water, but there isn't 
much else except a float-plane 
takeoff strip. Just about the only 
boat launch now in use is the 
footing for the 1-93, just up the 
road from Bea's sandwich shop in 
Methuen, For Tewksbury to build 
a public boat launch on that part of 
the river would be superb, 

However, Charlie also mentioned 
that the current owner of the land is 
thinking of putting condos there, 
and he said it's the only piece of 
river left that borders Tewksbury. 
This one will be watched closely. 

(3) A recent meeting of the 
Tewksbury Conservation Comm- 
ission turned up a chgjce tidbit, 
courtesy of commission member 
Pete Peters. The meeting involved 
discussion of building a few more 
buildings on the shore of Ames 
Pond. 

Also at the meeting were reps 
from Metropolitan Insurance ("Met 
Life"), the current owners of Ames 
Pond.” ; . 


Bob Emslie, the project manager 
for the Met Life work now 
construction, told the Conser- 
vation Commission that he "turns 
pale” whenever he thinks of people 
ice fishing on Ames Pond. (Two ice 
fishing tournaments were held 
there this year.) His statement was 
based upon the fact that Met Life 
could be sued for a bundle if 
anyone got hurt there, which is why 


the pond has been posted’’s “No 
‘Trespassing.” 

Emslie also said that Met Life's 
"Risk Management Group" has 
been having fits at the thought of 
the pond being used by the public. 

That's when Pete Peters (Bless 
him!) mentioned that the town 
might consider taking ownership of 
Ames Pond. Emslie said Met Life 
probably wouldn't mind handing 
over the pond, and he hinted at 
some kind of payment deal for the 
Property, as long as the town also 
took responsibility for the dam at 
the south end of the pond. Met Life 
probably won't let the pond go 
without selling it, but it's a start. 

So, the topic has been brought 
into the open, thanks to Com- 
missioner Peters, and it's worth a 
lot of consideration. Tewksbury 
would love to have a public beach, 
and Ames is the best place (just 
about the only place) to put one. 
Besides, it's a sin to lose a good 
fishing pond just because a huge 
corporation is afraid of being sued. 

So, three issues affecting local 
fishing have come over the horizon 
in Tewksbury, but all three are still 
up in the air. Watch this space fot 
news updates as soon they happen. 

Until then, the weather is nice, the 
ice is gone and the fish are getting 
lonely. Time to go fishin’ ...

I hope you folks don't mind 
awfully much when I skip writing 
this column from time to time. 
Last week I was up to my knees in 
flood coverage, town meetings and 
other excellent excuses, and I just 
couldn't find time to write a 
column. I promise I'll try to keep 
my hookey-playing to a minimum.

(As a 
helpful pointer, try the far ends of 
the pond for the best fishing.)

Listening to Physical 
Education (PE) Director Mare 
Alterio rave about the wonders 
and realities of Reading’s PE 
program almost makes me 
want to take Phys.

MID DIRE 
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The regions Great Lady 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


She owes her creation to a 
commission of seven, including 
a merchantman given to taking 
privateers and an historian who 
displayed an “extremely em- 
bittered” mind. 

She is both the source of 

“Wonder-Working Providen 
ce,"" and the seat of many 
wonders -- including a report of 
innocent bigamy, and the 
trading of a wife for a yoke of 
oxen. 
She has produced competent 
shoe-makers and courageous 
dissenters, and even, 
sometimes, the two in com: 
bination. 

We've come, in short, to 
Woburn, a city which might well 
be called the regional mother 
lode of local history 
She provided, after all, haven 
and home to the author of the 
first published history of New 
England ~ yielded a Count of 
the Holy Roman Empire ~ and 
supplied a man who gave his 
name toa really big apple. 

As for pronunciation, if you 
think of her as she was 
sometimes spelled in the early 
days, “Wooburn," you won't be 
branded an outlander 

In historical terms, the city of 
Woburn is truly the “grande 
dame” of the region ~- not only 
because of her pre-eminent size 
in population or her lone status 
of city encircled by towns 

Her historical preponderance 
might be said to derive as well 
from the number of com 
munities which she herself 
spawned — with heavy reluc 
tance in virtually every case -- 
as she relinquished in turn the 
Lands of Nod and Goshen 
(Wilmington), the Second 
parish or Shawshin

Dental sealants are plastic 
resins that are applied directly 
to the grooves and pits on the 
biting surfaces of newly erupted 
molars. The sealing material 
covers the biting surface of the

“Sealants usually are applied 
when a child is 6 to 8 years old, 
the age at which the first per- 
manent molars appear, and 
again when the child is 10 to 12 
years old, the age at which the 
second permanent molars come 
in,” Dr. Shusterman says. 

The procedure for sealing a 
tooth is relatively simple, yet 
exacting, because each tooth 
must be prepared and sealed 
separately. Before a tooth is 
sealed, it is bathed in a mild acid 
solution. The acid cleans the 
surface and demineralizes a 
microthin layer of enamel, 
creating thousands of tiny in- 
dentations to which the sealant 
sticks. Next, the sealant, which 
resembles white or clear nail 
polish, is applied to the chewing 
surface of the tooth. Then, a 
beam of light is focused on the 
sealant for about 10 seconds to 
harden it. 

“The procedure is not painful, 
but it can be slightly uncom- 
fortable,”’ says Dr. Shusterman. 
“This is because the tooth to be 
sealed must be isolated, usually 
using a device called a ‘rubber 
dam,’ a rubber membrane that 
is clamped to the tooth. Children 
may also find the aftertaste of 
the sealant unpleasant. The acid 
causes a sour taste in the mouth, 
and the sealant itself has a 
chemical taste. The aftertaste, 
however, usually disappears 
within an hour. 

When properly applied, 
sealants can last an indefinite 
amount of time. Sometimes,

By December of that year, 
Sewall wrote, interested parties 
in Charlestown began to meet 
“for consulting on the affairs of 
the contemplated town ... (and) 
admitted many to set down 
their dwellings in the proposed 
plantation.”” 

But some of them, * ‘being 
shallow in brayns, fell off af- 
terwards.' " 

A sufficient number of set- 
tlers, however, proved deep 
enough in ins to persevere, 
and built a bridge over the 
Aberjona River “for their own

Sewall, “and perhaps too as an 
earnest of their determination 
to go up and possess the land,”” 
which he described as ‘“‘un- 
broken, dreary forest ... (and) 
wild, uncultivated waste."” 
Sewall, as eminent a Vic- 
torian as one would ever wish to 
find — to judge by the sincere 
combination of naivete and 
piety with which he writes - 
displays an unconscious am- 
bivalence of attitude not only 
toward the native Indians who 
once peopled Mishawum Neck 
(between the Charles and 
Mystic Rivers) and beyond -

ancestors as well. 

As for the natives, he 
declares, ‘‘These were perhaps 
Pawtucket Indians, so named 
from Pawtucket Falls in 
Lowell, which was their prin- 
cipal seat; or ... those Indians 
whom Prince calls Aberginians, 
and concerning whom he says 
that Charlestown Neck was full 
of them in 1628."" 

Sewall, as any historian of 
early New English history 
must, touches on Indian 
atrocities experienced by early 
Woburn settlers. 

The community lost her share 
of men who left their farms, 
fought and died in King Philip's 
War. But the town, Sewall 
reports, was further visited 
“the following spring by two or 
three of their savage enemies 
upon a work of death, which 
they but too successfully ac- 
complished. 

“In the afternoon of April 10, 
1676, as Mr. Samuel Richardson 

. was employed in carting 
manure into his field ... he was 
‘surprised in looking towards his 
house, to see feathers flying 
about and other tokens of 
mischief within. 

“Apprehending that Indians 
might be there, he hastened 
home, and there found two of his 
family murdered.” The victims 
were his wife, Hannah, “who 
had been lately confined,” and 
his son, Thomas, five. Further 
search revealed that the infant 
daughter, also named Hannah, 
had been killed: 

“The nurse, it appeared, had 
snatched it up in her arms 
and hurried away to a garrison 
house ... But so closely was she 
pursued by the enemy, that 
finding she could not save 
herself and the babe too, she let 
the babe drop, and the Indians 
copetened it upon coming up." 

re were other incidents. 
King Philip's War, a New 
England-wide 14-month 
struggle between settlers and 
natives in 1675-76, wrought 
tremendous havoc throughout 
the colonies. 

“About 600 of the inhabitants 
of New England,” according to 
historian James Trumbull, “the 
greatest part of whom were the 
flower and strength of the 
country, either fell in battle or 
were murdered by the enemy . 
Twelve or thirteen towns in 
Massachusetts, Plymouth 
Colony and Rhode Island, were 
utterly destroyed ... About 600 
buildings, chiefly dwelling 
units, were consumed with 
fire.” 

Puritan church and Puritan 
town, of course, interlocked, as 
Winchester Historian Henry 
Chapman phrased it - and by 
1672 the Woburn church “had 
grown so much in numbers that 
the original meeting-house had 
to be abandoned and a larger 
one built on the rising ground 
just off the northeastern corner 
of Woburn Common.” 

Early Woburn, comprising an 
intimately entwined community 
and church, at first made up 
mostly of farms, grew slowly 
and prospered - in general, in 
quiet fashion. 


“One episode, however, did 
disturb the serenity,”” according 
to Chapman. “That was the 
appearance within the church of 
... ‘the Anabaptist heresy.’ .. 
the doctrine, now held by the 
great Baptist denomination 
everywhere, that baptism ought 
to be the rite confirming a 
conscious conversion, and that 
accordingly infants ought not to 
be baptized... 

“But in 1670 the Puritan 
theocracy was still at the height 
of its power. Tolerance of 
religious views opposed to those 
of the clergy was unheard of 
Dissenters, be they Baptists or 
Quakers, were handed over to 
the civil arm and sternly dealt 
with, for ‘heresy’ was a 
Statutory offense as much as 
stealing or manslaughter."’ 

No fewer than 13 Woburn men 
were summoned into court at 
Charlestown for “turning their 
backs on infant baptism." 
Several were among the 
original settlers of the town, 
including John and Francis 
Wyman, and Chapman tells us 
that two were sons of Captain 
Edward Johnson (author of 
“Wonder-Working Providen- 
ce") 


“Most of the thirteen 
presented in court more or less 
willingly professed contrition, 
got off with a public admonition 
and returned, chastened, to full 
communion with the orthodox 
church ... When men of Puritan 
blood did not venture to stick to 
their convictions for fear of 
what might happen to them, in 
imprisonment, exile or 
sequestration of property, it is 
evident that the orthodox clergy 
wielded a political power it is 
difficult for us to imagine 
today.” 


One man, however, held out, 
Chapman reports: ‘John 
Russell stood out, and got sent 
to prison in consequence. He 
was a man of importance in 
Woburn, having been both a 
deacon and a selectman. How 
long he stayed in prison is un- 
certain. In the end he was 
released, still firm in the 
Baptist faith. 

“He died not long after, but 
his son John, who had been 
summoned for the same of- 
fense, removed from Woburn, 
and became in 1679 preacher 
and pastor of the First Baptist 
Church in Boston This 
Russell, it seems, was a 
shoemaker by trade, and it was 
he whom the Rev. Increase 
Mather, that pillar of or- 
thodoxy, had in mind when he 
fulminated a blast against the 
Baptists on the non-scriptural 


text ... ‘Shoemaker, stick to 
your last.’ "’

“I tried so hard to make 
college work and the system 
kept failing me; finally I had to 
choose between decent child- 
care and achieving a good 
lifestyle through education, 
paying for my child’s well-being 
came first,” said Susan Blank- 
McKay, now ex-student from 
Quinsigamond Community 
College, mother of three and a 
member of the Women's 
Alliance, Framingham Center 
of Low-Income Students for 
Survival. 

McKay's message of not 
being able to live and go to 
College was echoed again and 
again at the recent hearing in 
Gardner Auditorium before the 
Education Subcommittee of the 
State Legislature by low- 
income students in all different 
situations, single mothers, 
working class students, black 
and hispanic students. 

Low-Income Students for 
Survival (LISS), a statewide 
organization, filed a bill in 
December to raise financial aid 
so that low income students 
could afford to get a college 
education and take part in the 
booming Massachusetts 
economy. ‘We deal with 
students from all over the 
state,"’ Roberta Praeger, 
coordinator of LISS testified, 
“who are struggling just to eat 
and go to school. This bill is 
important because 65 percent of 
the 85 fastest growing jobs 
paying enough to support a 
family above the poverty level 
in Mass. requir a college 
education.” Students presently 
receive on average only 60

percent of what they need to go 
to school after their own family 
contribution. 

“Every student who wants or 
needs to go to college and is 
excluded means another nail in 
the coffin of U.S. leadership,” 
said Jean McGuire, School 
Committee of Boston, to hun- 
dreds of students gathered on 
the State House steps at 9:30 for 
a short rally before walking 
together into the hearing. Also 
speaking were students from 
Bunker Hill Community 
College, Brockton State College, 
from State Student's Assoc. of 
Mass., legislative sponsors of 
the bill and others. 

Kevin Sheehan of SSAM and 
student at Mass. Bay CC said: 
“We see this as an issues of 
justice for all; our studies show 
Colleges experiencing 
situations similar to the low- 
income student situation at 
UMass/Amherst applications 
for financial aid at 
UMass/Amherst for students 
with family income less than 
30,000 per year are down 8 
percent in two years; only 9 
percent of black students who 
enter UMass/Amherst 
graduate.” 

Students expected a favorable 
report out for the bill. “The real 
battle will be in the budget 
process. People need to realize 
you can’t talk about equal op- 
portunity when people cannot 
even afford to get an education 
to apply for jobs with a living

Evil Dead 


[Hollywood Shuffle 


Evil Dead 2: Dead by Dawn 
Starring Bruce Campbell. 
Directed by Sam Raimi 
Written by Raimi, Scott Spiegel 
No rating, but no one under 17 
admitted (profanity, extreme 
violence and gore) : 

It isn’t often that a film comes 
along starring oozing zombies 
and malevolent spirits that 
makes you laugh. While 
director Sam Raimi, who co- 
wrote the script, doesn't scrimp 
on the gore, he’s equally 
generous with the humor, 
making Evil Dead 2 one of the 
funniest scarefests since 
Raimi’s first feature film, Evil 
Dead. 

Dead 2 picks up where the 
original left off, in a deserted 
cabin where the humans are 
pitifully fighting for their lives 
against ancient, but newly 
resurrected, evil spirits. Bruce 
Campbell revives his role of 
Ash, a nice guy who can do 
wonders with a chain saw. 

Not that saws, or even guns, 
help much. Seems some idiot 
scientist got his hands on the 
“Book of the Dead,” an unusual 
little tome jacketed in human 
flesh, and mumbled a few 
fateful words that brought all 
these long departed and 
unhappy spirits back to look for 
tender young souls, 


The story is as Fifties 
schlocky as you can get, but the 
effects and humor are pure 
Eighties. Raimi relies on 
animation, claymation, com- 
plete body make-up and blue 
screens. Eventually the special 
effects take on a humor all their 
own, simply because there are 
so many of them. 

But just because this is a 
funny movie, don’t think it’s 
mainstream enough to take the 
kiddies to. There is enough 
blood and squishy green stuff to 
provide the more tender- 
hearted with a nightmare or 
two. But the rest of us seasoned 
moviegoers won't be able to 
stop laughing when Campbell 
plays a bloody game of Dr. 


Strangelove with his demon- 
infested right hand. Think about 
it, when was the last time you 
saw a phantasmagorical 
monster movie where the 
baddies went after a body part 
as a part of the game?

Upon his decision to become 
an actor, Robert Townsend 
discovered that no matter the 
training and experience, black 
actors were required to mold 
themselves into certain 
stereotypes if they wanted to 
work. Townsend called this the 
Hollywood Shuffle. He then 


provided work for himself and 
other black actors by writing, 
Producing and directing a 
delightful movie about this less- 
than-wonderful experience. 
Townsend attacks with 
humor, not malice, but that 
doesn’t mean his humor isn't 
without a few viscous barbs. 
Townsend is right on the money 
in 90 percent of the film, which 
chronicles the efforts of young 
Bobby Taylor as he tries to live 
with an uneasy conscience after 
taking a miserable role as a 
loud, flashy pimp. A lot of the 
film is made up of Taylor's 
daydreams, vignettes that 
include ‘amutling school where 
black thespians learn how to 
walk and talk jive, from white 
instructors. Then there is 
“Sneaking into the Movies,” a 
take-off on TV review shows 
where two young black men 
give a high-five sign to a movie 
starring pimp-zombies. 
Townsend's major problem is 
that his transitions are too 
rough. The low budget also 
shows through on more than one 
occasion, but Townsend 
generally did a good job of 
working around, and within, his 
miniscule budget of $100,000. 
Also, if this very funny film 
could be made with almost no 
money or directing experience, 


his next film should be a 
masterpiece. 


Making Mr. Right Starring 
Ann Magnuson, John 
Malkovich, Ben Masters, 
Glenne Headly.

What a difference a script 
makes. You can have the best 
story in the world, lots of great 
visuals, a (mostly) invigorating 
cast and then foul it up with a 
script that is really little more 
than one tired joke. Case in 
point is Making Mr. Right, a 
good idea gone astray. 

Susan Seidelman, who gave 
us the urban fairy tale 
Desperately Seeking Susan and 
the quirky Smithereens has 
taken past experience and come 
up with the Seidelman heroine - 
a slightly ditsy eccentric who 
can pull it all together if she has 
to. Ann Magnuson is perfection 
as the coppery-haired image 
consultant decked out in 
geometric fashions who thinks 
nothing of painting her nails on 
the way to work, while she’s 
driving. Because Magnuson 
combines her character's 
dizziness with a kind of funky 
sophistication, she doesn't come 
across as a dated version of 
Lucille Ball, but is much more 
an Eighties creation. She is also 
the best part of the flick. 


Magnuson, as Frankie Stone, 
has been hired to humanize an 
android called Ulysses, who is 
about to spend ‘seven years 
alone in space. But before he 
goes, his sponsors want him to

physical beings,"’ explains 

* Alterio. “In two or three years, 
we'd like to fully implement the 
Physiology of exercise with 
bicycle ergometers, 
measurement and assessment 
techniques, etc. 

“We're looking for more and 
more ways to make academic 
connections between programs, 
to integrate the PE program 
into the general high school 
program, and by doing so, in- 
crease its credibility. For 
example, a physics teacher's 
expertise could help us teach 
the mechanics of how to per- 
form some physical skills. We 
try to tie in the cognitive with 
the physical,” he says, 

Although it is “probably the 
most unusual PE experience a 
student will ever have,” the 
sophomore Project Adventure’s 
focus typifies Reading's entire 
PE program. ‘We support our 
student in a variety of ways and 


initiative, and task and 
problem-solving techniques. We 
try to bring in the cognitive 
aspects of education all the 
time. Activities are presented 
so they express a strong con- 
cern for emotional and personal 
development, of our students 
and staff.” 

Juniors and seniors choose 
activities most appropriate to 
their needs from a variety of 
offerings such as archery, video 
workout, power volleyball, 
aerobic dance, ropes, tennis, 
ete. Alterio teaches sections of 
various courses “to test the 


supermarket employees in a 
neighboring town. Students 
came to class with concerns 
about the rule that employees 
park as far from the store as 
possible, leaving nearby spaces 
for customers. Alterio brought 
these concerns to the attention 
of the store manager, and the 
employee parking area is now 
highly visible, well-lighted, and 
secure.

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Choose hotel for safety 


With the New Year's Eve 
in San Juan’s 
still fresh in 
mind, travelers are being urged 
to select hotels with extreme 
tthe ‘Dictograph Security In 
formation Bureau warned that 
the newest and most modern- 
looking hotels and motels are 
not necessarily the safest. 

The bureau, located in 
Florham Park, N.J., cautioned 
that travelers only should 
patronize hotels that have pass- 
ed their most recent fire code 
inspections and to choose rooms 
on lower floors with exterior 
balconies. 

“Fire code information is 
readily available at local fire 
departments,” said bureau 
spokesman Michael E. Horne. 
“It is well worth the extra time 
to obtain such information. 

The bureau recommends 
rooms on lower floors because of 
their nearness to lobbies in 
cases of emergency. Also, ele- 
vators,on lower floors are less 
likely to make a lone guest a 
target for.attack because they 
are less likely to be empty, said 
He 


jorne. 
Exterior balconies offer a 
chance to escape deadly, 
superheated gases produced by 


a fire if other escape routes are 
blocked, he said. Many hotel 
guests have escaped fire injury 
or death by awaiting help from 
balconies while their rooms 
became enveloped in smoke. 


In case of fire, Ge bureau of- 
fered these suggestions: 

Never a door without 
first checking for smoke or heat. 

If smoke is present, walk in a 
crouched position. Do not crawl 
on the floor! Poisonous, 
superheated air tends to rise, 
but the safest air space is about 
three feet from the floor. 


Tie a wet towel around your 
nose and mouth to help you 
breathe. 

The bureau also offered these 
additional tips for protecting 
yourself from thieves or other 
intruders in hotels: 

Keep spare cash in a hotel 
safe-deposit box, 

Travel with a rubber doorstop 
which can be pushed securely 
under your hotel room door 
from the inside to provide an ex- 
tra measure of protection while 
you sleep.
